T he Concert Saloon was elegantly 
embellished and ornamented on the occasion, with Hags 
of the different regiments, which were suspended from 
the galleries—rays of bunting from the centre of the 
dome, were attached to, and entwined around the pil­ 
lars— burmshed arms, field pieces, tents, marquees, 
cannon ball, and all the ‘pomp, pride and circumstance 
of glorious w ar,” met the eye in every direction— even 
suits of armor, worn probably at the battles of Creasy 
and Agincourt, rested in the recesses of the room— a 
fine whole length portrait of Washington, and other 
paintings and transparencies, were distributed through 
the saloon. 
T he brilliant uniforms of the generals and 
officers, mingled with the splendor of female dresses 
and female charms, created a dazzling effect— while so 
many hundred were, at the same time, going through 
the giddy mazes of the dance.
